placed the company will seek to make no ar­ 
rests for anything done during tho strike.

His followers dried bls boJy iu the 
sun, packed it in salt and.wrapping it in bark 
traveled with it for six month* to 1'uyan- 
yembe. There Cameron’* party wa* met and 
tho news taken to Zanzibar, whither the re- 
m aist followed ten 
< * after. 
Webb, the Am cr.caj Cousul ut Zanzibar, 
has letters from Doctor Livingstone for Mr. 
Stanley. 
The only geographical new* is as 
follows: After Stanley’* departure the Doctor 
left Unyanyembe, rounded the south end of 
Tanganyika, traveled south of Lake Bumbo, 
crossed it from the sooth to the north, then 
proceedod along the east Ride, returning north 
through the marshes to Muilala.

pers, sealed and addressed to the Secretary of 
State, are in charge of Arthur Laing, a Brit­ 
ish merchant of Zanzibar, who accompanied 
the remain*.

Wales and the Duchess of Edinburg, who were 
expected to bo among the spectators, were 
absent. 
All things being in readiness, 'a t fourteen 
minutes past eleven the signal to start was 
given and the boats got away almost Instanta­ 
neously. 
Cambridge had the advantage from 
the first, rowing at tho rate of thirty-seven 
strokes per minute, but both crews palled 
steadily.

employ all such men os they think are for their 
interests. Fifth,the men pledge themselves not 
to interiora with cars, trains, shops or other 
property in any respect. 
Sixth, if no Interfer- 
forenco or intimidation is hereafter attempted 
with employees or property of the company 
and all parts of the machinery are at once re­ 
placed the company will seek to make no ar­ 
rests for anything done during the strike. 
The strikers have refused to consider tho 
propositions of tbe company until to-morrow 
at 8 a. m . At a meeting just held they have 
decided te allow passenger travel to be re­ 
sumed at once, but refuse to allow freight to 
be moved. 
Vice President Clark, in order to 
avoid bloodshed by^enforcing authority, con. 
eluded to run passenger trains only to-day, 
awaiting the acceptance or rejection of tho 
company’s propoaitious at tbe meeting to-mor­ 
row morning.

D R . LIVINGSTONE. 


A rrival o f H ie R em a in * a t S u ex - 
A ccouut o f H ie Illn e ss and 
D eatk . 


New Y o r k, March 29.—A special froih 
London says the steamer Maleva arrived at 
Suez on Saturday with tho remains of Dr. Liv­ 
ingstone. 
The following accoant is given of 
Dr. Livingstone’s Illness and ;death: He had 
been ill of chronic dysentery foraeverul months. 
Ho was well 
supplied 
with 
stores and 
medicines, 
but 
bad 
a 
presentiment 
that the attack would prove fatal. 
At Drat he 
was able te ride, but soon had to be carried. 
Arriving at Múllala, beyond Lake Bernlic, in 
the Blsa country, he said, “ Build me a hut to 
die In.” 
A hut was built by bis followers. 
The first of May ho was cod fined to his bed 
and afterwards suffered greatly, 
groaning 
night and day. 
On the third day he said ho 
was very cold and requested more grass to be 
pat over the hut. 
His followers did not speak 
or go near him. 
Kltumba, Chief of Bisa, sent 
flour and beans and behaved well towards the 
party. 
Ob the fourth day Dr. Livingstone 
was insensible and died about midnight. 
Ma 
kaohooa, bis servant, was present. 
Dr. Liv­ 
ingstone made bis last entry in his diary 
April 27th. 
He spoke 
much 
and sadly 
of 
his 
home 
and 
family. 
When 
he 
was 
first 
seized 
by the 
fatal 
attack 
he told bis followers he intended to exchange 
everything for lvorv to give them and then 
pash on to Ujijll and Zanzibar aud try to 
reach England. 
The Doctor prayed much be­ 
fore his death and often said, “ I am goiu; 
home.” His followers dried bis body in the 
sun, p&eked it in salt and w rapping it in bark 
traveled with it for six months to Unyan- 
yeuibe. There Cameron’s party was met and 
tho news taken to Zanzibar, whither the re­ 
mains followed ten 
< s after. 
Webb, the American Cousul nt Zanzibar, 
has tetters from Doctor Livingstone for Mr. 
Stanley. 
The only geographical news is as 
follows: After Stanley’s departure the Doctor 
left Unyanyembe, rounded the south end of 
Tanganyika, traveled south of Lake Bembe, 
crossed it from the sooth to the north, then 
proceeded along the east side, returning north 
through the marshes to Muilala. 
All his pa­ 
pers, sealed and addressed to the Secretary of 
State, are in charge of Arthur Laing, a Brit­ 
ish merchant of Zanzibar, who accompanied 
the remains.

Council adjourned last night after adopting 
the report of the committee, embodying the 
decision ef the Council, In regard to Plymouth 
Church controversy.

T H E LATEST RAILROAD W AR. 


W by Im m ig ra n t R a tes o f Faro H ave 
B een R educed O nc-H air. 
The New York Tribune of Friday has the 
following relative to the latest war between 
the three great railroads to the west: 
A discovery startling to the officers of the 
New York Cential and Hudson River Railroad 
has just been made, and has led to the with­ 
drawal of the ticket agent of that Company 
from Castle Garden and the reduction of the 
rales of fare to immigrants nearly forty-five 
per cent. 
The three great railroads to the 
west—tho New York Central, the Erie, and 
the Pennsylvania—havo hitherto divided the 
transportation of immigrants among them, 
each receiving a fair share of the business. 
The rates to ail important westem points have 
been uniform, and the immigrant has had the 
choice of line, without regard to price of fare. 
The latest uniform tariff'went into effect March 
1st, aud a priuted list of fares to all western 
points was issued by the three companies. 
It 
now appears that a contract was recently 
made by the Erie Railway Company with the 
Inman, National, Williams <fc Gnlon, White 
Star, Anchor aud State lines, whereby tickets 
should be sold iu European cltios for the trans­ 
portation of passengers from New York to 
Chicago, over the Erie road for $10, the rates 
for tickets sold at this city for Chicago re­ 
maining on tho printed tariff. 
By this arrangement all passengers arriviug 
by these steamship lines were to be trans­ 
ferred to the Erie Kailway. 
Whether the $3 
saved on each ticket to Chicago went to tbe 
•teanosblp companies, or whether they really 
made that reduction in rates, is uncertain. In 
the latter case they were remunerated in some 
other way, and the protit to tbe Erie Railway 
Company resulted in a monopoly of all the 
western-bound immigrants arriving by the six 
principal steamship lines. 
The steamship 
companies ordered that all west-ward bound 
stesrage passengers arriving on Wednesday 
should be transported by tbe Erie Railway. 
Accordingly on relinquishing their through 
tickets, they were at once provided with Eue 
Railway tickets to all western points. 
This 
was soon discovered by the agent of the New 
York Central Road, and was reported to tho 
office of the company, and the Vice President 
of the road thereupon sent the following com­ 
munication to the Commissioners of Emi"ra- 
tion: 
To the Commissioners o f Emigration, Castle 
Garden, Heu> Y o rk : 
G e n t l r m r n :—Our immigrant agent at Cas­ 
tle Garden received notice yesterday from the 
agents of steamship lines which have been in 
the habR of sending immigrant pa3sen<*cr3 
over our road, that all immigrants hereafter 
coming by those lines would be sent by the 
Erie Railway 
This confirms the rumors 
current for sometime past that the Erie Rail­ 
way has made contracts for a very large pro­ 
portion of the Immigrants arriving by steam­ 
ers at this port for 1874 andjthe Pennsylvania 
Company having the transportation of the 
Cunard line, effectually closes the business 
against this Company. 
ÜDder theso circum­ 
stances it is a useless waste of money to pay 
any proportion or expense inside the Garden, 
and I have directed our ageut to withdraw 
therefrom. 
I hare to request that you will 
prohibit immigrants arriving at this port, on 
aDd after this date, destined to all western 
point*, against the overcharges that liavs 
been made them on the other side for trans­ 
portation in this country, as the price for im­ 
m igrant tickets on and after this day until 
further notice will be as follows by the New 
York Central and Hudson River Railroad 
Company and connections: New York to 
Chicago, $7; to St. Louis, $9.55; to Cincin­ 
nati, $7; to Omaha, $16; to St. Paul, $16; 
to Milwaukee, $8; to Detroit, $6 ; to Cleve-

It deserves 
fitting historian. 
And still more fitting

portray tho spiritual temple which lias been 
rising and growing here within these walls; 
messages of truth; spiritual biographies; de­ 
cisions involving eternity; heavenly ambi­ 
tions; doubU cleared away;, the gates of 
Heaven set wide open to souls looking for­ 
ward to the happy entrance; visits of the 
spirit of God, soft as the balmy south wind 
now journeying northward, driving before’ it 
the chill of wiutcr and carrying with it the 
glorious summer, bright as the Shekmab that 
illumiued the way of the wandering Israelites. 
But not pausing for this, your priucipal feel­ 
ing ¡3 sorrow—or at least regret. There is 
indeed excitement and anticipation, but re­ 
gret rise3 up here anfi now, and will have its 
way. You have associations with tbis old 
house which are so interwoven with your very 
nature that neither time nor eternity can 
efface the remembrance of them. Here is 
pew which has been for a life­ 
time jour Sabbath home. 
Here you

thought and feeling which time has hard­ 
ened and assimilated into the deep-rooted 
convlctious of after years. Here you sat in 
that momentous hour when those arrows 
which are sharp in the hearts of the King’s 
enemies pierced you through and through. 
Here is the spot which you link inseparably 
with God, and Jesus, and salvation. These 
walls have echoed your praises and trembled 
with your prayers. Here j’ou have partaken 
of the bridal joy and shared the sacramental 
feast. Hero you have brought your children 
for baptism and your dead for burial. 
Here 
those have sat with you long ago, side by side, 
who sit in earthly courts no longer. These 
are strong bonds that bind yon here. If this 
plain and modest building were a granite or 
marble cathedral, garnished with spire3 and 
statues, and set with gem9, it could be knit 
no more firmly to your hearts. I sympathise 
with yon. I too have my associations here. 
No other spot on earth has the same 
meaning for you, and it is hard to give it up 
and let it go. It is a healthful and worthy 
seutiment. There is in it genuine truth and vital 
piety. So Israel must have looked on the old 
tabernacle. So Solomon and his people must 
have thought of David and hi3 tent, when 
they forsook it for the richer aud more solid 
glory of the temple. But it is right that these 
changes are made. Regret must give way to 
hope and ambition. The Christian’s motto 
should be one of progress; the Christian out­ 
look must be not to the past, but to the future. 
You leave this old house and seek the new 
that you may gain new facilities, lay hold of 
new help3, compass new successes, and add 
them to the old. The sailor leaves sadly yet 
readily also tho worn and battered hulk when 
a new and gallant ship is ready to bear him.

tabernacle aud the occupation of the 
new are both but parts and phases of the up­ 
building of the Lord’3 great temple. Of that 
eternal house earthly edifices arc but faint and 
fleeting shadows; and as they vanish fn suc­ 
cession it only shows how the sun is rising to 
its zenith over “the house not made with 
hands.” We cannot linger over the passing 
dreams and fancies of these swift, short lives 
of ours. The Christian’s ambition will not 
suffer him to look back. He must “pres3 
forward toward the mark for the prize of his 
high calling in Christ Jesus.” The changes 
which mark and even sadden his Christian 
life must boto him merely steps which mark 
his Christian way. On the donao of the Capi­ 
tol at Washington there stands a colossal 
statue of Liberty, facing to the east, lookin;

wealth and promise of the new world. It 
would seem, in another view, a3 if the na­ 
tion’s spirit and destiny would be more fitly 
embodied and represented if that calm and 
steadfast gaze looked westward, whither 
the course of empire takes i.s way, and when 
the power and population and wealth of the 
republic tend to centre and dwell. Be that as 
it may, thus only may the Christian’s faco be 
turned—not over the way he has already 
come, but over that he is still to tread 
Thither he must look, like that grand old pro­ 
file which travelers wonder at among the 
crag3 of the White Mountains, steadfast aud 
immovable, his “fare set as a flint,” lookin: 
ever one way—onward to his progress and 
his work, upward to his rest and his reward. 
Let it be so with you to-night, as you pass 
for the last time the threshold of this old and 
honored sanctuary, and then, though the old 
house itself vanish trom its place, it shall still 
survive to help aud press you onward, by tho 
impulse of a grateful memory, toward the 
brightness of your heavenly destiny.

F a re w e ll Services. 
Tim announcoment that farewell services 
would be held in the old Rondout Presbyter­ 
ian Church on Sunday had the effect of filling 
that edifice both in the morning and evening. 
As was previously stated, Rev. Mr. Phillips 
could not be present, and Rev. Dr. Irvin 
preached on both occasions. Many who at­ 
tended in the morning were doubtless some­ 
what disappointed in hearing nothing of a 
“ farewell” order, but they certainly should 
have been well pleased with tho fine sermpn 
preached by the reverend gentleman from 
Luke XV., 8. After the services a crowd of 
his old parisioners gathered around “ the 
Doctor,” and tho handshaking ho was forced 
to undergo proved ho wa3 still warmly re­ 
membered by those who had sat under his 
ministration in days gone by. 
In the evening tho rush to the church was 
immense, and overy pew was filled, and extra 
seats wore placed in the aisles. 
The choir 
sang a very beautifül anthem, “ne careth for 
you,” the sentiment according well with the 
occasion. 
Rev. Dr. Irvin, prior to commencing his 
sermon, read a letter from Rev. Mr. Phillips, 
regretting his inability to be present, and ex­ 
pressing bi3 hearty sympathy with the con­ 
gregation as they met under these impressive 
circumstances. 
The theme of thcdiscourso was “ The moun­ 
tain of the Lord’s house,” tho text chosen be­ 
ing Isaiah II., 2.—“And it shall come to pa93 
in tho last days, that the mountain of the 
Lord’s house shall be established in the top 
• of the mountains, and shall be exalted above 
the hills; and all nations shall flow unto it.” 
The sermon was an able and impressive one, 
explaining the figure of the mountain of 
God’s house as used in the text. Tho coming 
glory of the church of God had been revealed 
to Isaiah, “the Gospel prophet,” and after hia 
enraptured gaze had dwelt upon the 
wonderful vision he had looked -forward to 
tho closiug scenes of the world’s shifting his­ 
tory and written with an inspired pea of the 
“ last days,” when tho grand triumph of the 
church of God shall come and “ the mountain 
of the Lord’s house” shall bo “ exalted 
above the hills.” We have space, however, 
only to give a synopsis of the closing part of 
the fine discourse, which, being applied espec­ 
ially to tho occasion, will be of particular in­ 
terest to our readers:
